WILL MAKE THE OFFICERS PAY DEARLY 


For Having Conspired With Sluggers and 
Criminals to Violate the Laws 
of the State. 
+» Macrson, Miss., July 12.—[Special.]—The 
following interview was hcld with Governor 
Lowry this afternoon: 

“Governor Lowry, as the representatives of 
the press, we called to inquire if there is any- 
thing new touching the arrest of Sullivan and 
Kilrain.”’ 

The governor replied: 

“Nothing especially. I am taking such steps 
gs will, in the end, bring all the parties, prin- 
Bipals and abettors, to justice.” 

“Governor, you saw what the railroad agents 
said about their participation in the affair?” 

“Yes, sir; I did, and now I will tell you 
whatI say. Ihave had very considerable ex- 
perience in public affairs; have served in both 
branches of the legislature and am serving the 
last year of my second term as governor, and I 
gay without hesitation that the part played 
by the Northeastern railroad in violating a 
plain statute of the state, theroby bringing 
the law into contempt, is without precedent ii 
Mississippi history. In my experience as pub- 
lic man, I have never known such uttor di sre- 
gard of duty, such a defiance of law aud 
morals. Think of it—a corporation, a great 
systeni of railways, join, co-operate with, and 
make it possible for two prize fighters, slug- 
gers and their associates to defy and 

TRAMPLE UPON THE LAWS 
offa sovereign state and remember too that this 
corporation was created in part, and owes its 
existence to the law-makers of this state. The 
system has, probably, property to the amount 
of forty millions of dollars in Mississippi, and 
they expect that property to be protected 
by the laws of the state. Numerous 
laws are now on the statute beoks preventing 
injury to such property, and tho courts aro 
charged with their enforcement, and are en- 
forcing them every month in the year. Sup- 
pose there was a strike at Vicksburg, Meri- 
dian or Nicholson that endangered their prop- 
erty. The civil officers and posses would be 
sought, and if they failed to quell the trouble 
the militia would be called out, and their good 
offices inveked to assist the civil power in 
protecting railroad property. I say, further, 
that I feel indignant atthe conduct of Mr. 
Corro!! and other officials of thatroad. Sulli- 
van and Kilrain are sluggers and law-breakers, 
brutal in their habits. Kaniroad officials con- 
trolling millions of dollars are supposed to be, 
however violent tho supposition, persons 
fovorable to law, order and weli regulated 
comimunitics, but the management of the 
Northeastern road has successfully exploded 
that idea.’’ Uponinquiry, the governor said 
he had no communication with them, but 
would, during the next weck, request General 
Miller, the attorney-general of the state, to 
institute proceedings for the 
FORFEITURE OF THE CHARTER 

of the Noriheastern railroad granted by state. 

‘“CGovernor, as alawyer, do youthink the 
ncts of the road have worked a forieiture of 
¢he franchise ?”’ 

“Tl don’t think there is 2 question about it. 
The authorities concur that there is a tacit 
condition to every grant that it will not misuse 
its powers. Willful abuse of its powers is 
cause for forfeiture. Franchises may be for- 
feited by misuses or abuses, or other misde- 
meanor. ina New Yerk case the court held 
that to form a suflicient foundation for a judg- 
ment of custer for the forfeiture of any fran- 
chise not originally usurped, but legally vested, 
the verdict must expressly find the party, ‘a 
the staute reguires,’ guilty of an unlawful 
holjing by reascn of some misuse or 
megiect going to prevent or 
destroy the object of the grant, 
or eise some misdemeanor injurious 
to gthe public. In my judgment there 
are great numbers of cases to sustain my views 
of this unprecedented outrage bya corporation. 
Our state code of 1880 provides for procedings 
@zainst corporations in the nature of quo 
Warranto, andl take it, that the attorney- 
general. who isan able lawyer, will have no 
great difficulty in procuring a forfeiture of the 
franchise. It has come toa beautiful pass in 
government matters when a corporation, with 
millions of dollars, seeks the protéction of the 
just and wise laws of astate, and at the same 
time says we 

TRAIN WITH SLUGGERS 
and lawbreakers, and when to our interest we 
defy your statutes, and by a disposition of our 
transportation and a combination with the 
telegraph company we lend assistance to law- 
breakers and disgraceful brutality that is 
shecking to humanity. What a sad com- 
mentary upon the conduct of a wealthy ccrpo- 
ration. Sullivan and Kilrain sink into insig- 
nificance for their brutality when compared 
with the disgraceful violations of law of the 
corporation mentioned. They have givena 
precedent for a shameful lawlessness un-- 
equaled, so far os I know, in this government, 
and one that will be condemned, in my judg- 
ment, by all the people of this state. The 
proceedings will be instituted, for I can’t be- 
lieve that cerporations have such pcculiar 
privileges that give them the right to 
DEFY ALL LAWS 

that individuals have to obey and that officials 
are sworn to see executed; but while the 
charter of the road may be declared, and, as I 
believe, will be forfeited, the officials, those 
high in authority, will congratulate themselves 
by the card of thanks which I, this moment, 
find in the ‘*‘Times’’’ document of today’s 
issue. It is directed to the Queen and Cres- 
cent, and can be retained as a souvenir of the 
brutal fight. This card of thanks is published 
inthe great daily for special facilities for 
conveying them to and from the battle ground, 
and is signed by John L. Sullivan, Jake Kil- 
rain, Charley Mitchell, Harding Cleary, and 
others of the party. A million anda half of 
people in Mississippi favor advanced civiliza- 
tion, observance of the Jaw and Christianity, 
and condemn law breakors, sluggers, and their 
aiders and abettors.”’ 
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SULLIVAN'S TRAINER TALBS. 


Ge Tella How He Escaped the Officers at 
Nashviile. 

Cricaao, July 12.—An Associated Press re- 
porter, on his return from New Orleans yester- 
day afternoon, stopped over. at Louisvile. 
There be learned of Sullivan’s arrest at 
Nashville, and at once determined to wait 
until the evening frain and catch some of the 
Sullivan party that escaped the officers of 
Tennessec at Nashville. While watohing at 
one of the depots he caught ‘‘Parson’’ Davies, 
the well know sporting manager of Chicago, 
who had in charge Muldoon and Cleary, just 
as they were about to board a Monon train 
bound for Chicago. There was no time left 
for an interview, and the reporter decided to 
accompany the party to Chicago. Upon ar- 
rival at the outskirts of the city this morning, 
the Muldoon party left the train and boarded 


an Outgoing train forthe east, to escape any 
ehance of arrest. 
MULDOON TALKS. 

In an interview with Muldoon, he described 
his escape at Nashville as follows: 

“| was sitting with Sullivan when the officers 
entered the car. They were about to place me 
uncer arrest, when I said to them, ‘What do 
you mean? lam no prize fightcr; do I look 
like one? Iamagentieman, and it is your 
duty to protect me and not to offer me an in- 
suli.’? They at onceabandoned me and devcted 
their efforts to securing the big fellow and 
Johnsen, amd here I am—sa litile disfigured 
from hard work, but still in the ring.’’ 

Muldoon was asked about the condition of 
Kilrain. He said that kiirain was not well 
trained, and was not earefully handJed at New 
Oxleaus for a day or two beforethe fight. Had 
he been properly managed, Sullivan would 
have had a more severe battle. On the other 
hand, Sullivan was put into the ring a little 
heavy, but in fine condition. Muldoon says he 
toid Sullivan that he expected he would lose 
seven pounds during the tight. After the mill 
had been concluded Sullivan weighed six and 
a half pounds less than when he entered the 
ring. Muldoon told John that he had better 
do something to get rid of that extra half 
pound. 

THOUGHT IT WOULD BE A LONG FIGHT. 

Muldoon further stated that he was per- 
fectiy satistied with the result of the fight,and, 
unlike a majority of the sporting fraternity, 
believed that the battle wouid be a lony one; 
that he had instructed Sullivan totightslowly, 
and that he would be satisfied if he won in 
three hours’ tighting. He also said that Kil- 
rain’s retreating tactics were at the advice of 
Charley Mitchell, who for some reason wanted 
hii to pursue his (Mitchell’s) methods in the 
ring. 

In an interview with Parson Davies, he 
said that, during theeacitement and rush ior 
the train, the correspondents were in error as 
to Kilrain being left alopeste the ring alter the 
fight. al 

KILRAIN’S BACKERS DESERTED HIM. 

The parson says that Kilrain’s backers, 
trainers, etc., did desert him, but that Mike 
Donovan, John Murphy and himself nicked 
K\ilrain up, carried him through the ropes, 
and placed himina buggy driven by Colcnel 
Rich, owner of the plantation and the battle- 
ground. Kilrain was then driven rapidly to a 
car prepared by the railroad company at the 
station and placed on board. Kilrain, the 
parson says, did not cry in the ring, but said. 
‘Where are my friends?’ and when ho was 
lifted into the buggy burst out crying. 
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THEY BULLDOZED THE SHERIFF, 


Did Not Interfere With the Fight. 

St, Louis, July 12.—H. A. Hindman,a New 
Orleans gentleman who arrived in this city 
yesterday, has thisto say about the reports 
that the sheriff of Hancock county, Missis- 
sippi, refused to proceed against the prize 
fighters: 

“I witnessed the Suilivan-Wilrain 
fightand know something about the steps 
taken to prevent the battle, orrather the steps 
that were not taken. The press dispatches 
stated that@Govornor Lowry sent military 
down to Hancock county, with instructions to 
act under orders from the sheriff of that 
county in regard tostopping the fight. It was 
further stated that the sheriff refused to give 
any ordersand the military were, therefore, 
powerless. As I undorstand it, an} [ have tho 
story on good authority, the sheriff fully in- 
tended to act according to tho instructions of 
the governor. The people of Hancock county, 
however, wanted to see the fight and on Sun- 
day night about 12 o'clock about fifty promi- 
nent citizens called on the sheriff and quietly 
informed him that if he took any steps to pre- 
vent the mill he might consider his political 
existenceutanend. They used forcible argu- 
ments and finally persuaded the sheriff to let

The route 
chosen will take him through Canada, and 
isthe road furthest away from hostile Ohio, 
Ile kept himself secluded from observation as 
much as possible, but managed to visit two or 
three places where he could enjoy himself 
thoroughly in private.

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LOCKED-OUT MINERS GUARDED BY 
PINKERTON MEN, 


A STRUGGLE WITH THE DEPUTIES 


A Wery Long and Bitter Strike Ahead— 
Swearing in Additional Deputies to Pre- 
vent Violence Being Done. 


Pirrspcrse, Pa., July 12.—One hundred 
Pinkerton men, armed with Springfield rifics, 
arrived here this morning from Philadelphia 
and were taken to the Homestead Bessemer 
Steel. works of Carnegie, Phipps & Co., at 
Hlomestead, Pa. They will be placed about 
the mill property to protect it and the work- 
men from the strikers. The struggle promises 
to be the most bitter in the history of strikes 
and lockouts in this section. Both sides are 
deternined, anda long fight is anticipated. 
Everything is quiet about the works this morn- 
ing. No imore men baye arrived and the plant 
is silent. 

At neon 125 deputies, under ex-Sheriff Gray, 
arrived on a train at Homestead. They were 
immediately surrounded by the strikers, to 
the number of nearly a thousand, and requested 
to return to the city. The deputies refused to 
do so, and the crowd would not allow them to 
enterthe mill, Fortyofthe deputies had their 
badges torn from their coats and were driven 
away. The others are sti!l surrounded. Sheriff 
McCandless is now swearing in additional dep- 
uties and will bave 400 or 500 more on the 
ground tomorrow. If necessary to preserve 
the peace, he says he will increase the number 
to two thousand. 

STRIKERS IN POSSESSION OF THE TOWN, 

PirTsBuRG, July 12.—The strikers at Car- 
negie’s stecl plant, have had full charge of 
the town of Homestead since noon today, and 
no one dares to interfere. Had not the deputy 
Sheriffs calmly and meekly surrendered upon 
their arrival at noon today, they would have 
been mobbed. They were surrounded by a 
mobfof 3,009, and their badegs and clothes 
were almost torn fromtheir bodies. A rjot 
was only prevented by the deputies 
offering no resistance. Tonight the 
strikers are patrolling the streets 
and every stranger is compelled to 
give a good account of himself orleave town. 
The Pinkerton men have nct yet arrived, and 
the strikers are watching for them. When 
they reach there, some interesting times are 
expected. A party of fifty-seven non-union 
men, hailing from Philadelphia, New York 
and Boston, are at Greensburg, and will leave 
for Homestead in the morning. The sheriff 
Will go tothe scene early tomorrow with a 
posse of five hundred, aud he says he will in- 
crease it to 2,0U0 if necessary. 

The men are deperate, and affairs have av 
ugly aspect. At eleyen o’clock an ominous 
quiet prevailed. 

The streets were comparatively ciear, but 
the strikers are so well organized that bya 
whistie from one of the scouts, a thousand to 
fifteen hundred men can be called together 
ina few minutes. The mon employed by 
other miils controlied by Carnegie are consid- 
ering the advisubility ot quitting work if the 
strike is not settled. A meeting of men at the 
Twenty-ninth and Thirty-third strect mills 
wili be held tomorrow night totake some 
action looking to that end. This would in- 
crease the bumber of strikers several thous- 
ands. 

Returned to Work. 

IndIANAPOLIS, July 12.—The bituminous 
miners at Coxyille, fifteen miles northof Bra- 
zil, who quit work three weeksago becauso of 
what they claimed to be a misunderstanding 
inregard tothe foot race plan arrangement, 
returned to work today, yielding their point. 
Of 300 strikers only 75 could get work, owing 
to disorganized tirade as aresuit of the strike. 
The strike of the block coal miners continues.

A Mixed Up State of Affairs'in the Insane 
Asylum. 

RAvLeIGN, N.C., July 12.—[Special.]—The 
Grissom investigation was continued today. A 
great many witnesses were examined with 
reference to the character and general kind- 
ness of Dr, Grissom. Many of these were 
former attendants. Some ministers of the 
gospel were put on the stand. Among them 
Rev. Dr. Atkinson, Dr. W. S. Black and Rev. 
J. H. Coaden, all of whom testitied that. they 
had held religious services in the institution; 
that the doctor Was rarely ever 
absent; they had had opportunity 
to observe both Dr. Grissom aud 
the patients during the frequent visits and had 
been struck withithe kindly relations,which al- 
most resembied those of father and children. 
One lady witness testified today that sie had 
long known Mrs. Lily Perkinson, and that her 
character was not good. (Mrs. Derkinsen is the 
party whom Dr. Grissom kissed through 
sympathy.) 

W. C. Fletcher, housekeeper, testified that 
he had sent various supplies to the superin- 
tendent from the institution stores, and that 
they had not been charged; that he had in- 
structions from the tmatron not to charge 
tliem.

THE PROPOSITION TO ISSUE IM- 
_ PROVEMENT BONDS. 


Two Hundred Thousand Dollars’ Worth of 
Bonds to Be Issued for the Work on 
Streets and Sewers. 

Macon, Ga.. July 12.—|Special.]—Hon. 
Alexander Proudfit returned last night from 
Atlanta, where he went with the special com- 
mittee from the city council, composed of 
Mayor Price and Aldermen Proudfit, Conner 
and Smith, to confer with Senator and City 
Attorney Bartlett, and Kepresentatives Patter- 
son, Huff and Hardeman, of Bibb, in refer- 
ence tothe draft of a bill to be introduced at 
this session of the legislature by Representative 
Patterson, looking to the issuance of bonds for 
sewerage purposes, paving, and packing the 
streets of the city of Macon. 

Tur Constitvrion’s representative had an 
interview this morning with Alderman Prond- 
fit as to the result of the conference, and the 
following information was elicited, which 
is of great interest and importance to the peo- 
ple of Macon: = 

The conference met in the room ofAlderman 
Proudfit atthe Kimball house. Representa- 
tive Huff was elected chairman. 

It was decided to issue two hundred thous- 
and: dollars (200,000) worth of bonds to run 
thirty years and bear fourandahalf per cent 
(44 percent) interest perannum. The bonds are 
not to be issued all at one time, but only as 
necessity demands. There is to be 2 commis- 
sion for the management of the bonds, to con- 
sist of nine, as follows: The mayor and the 
chairmen of the water, finance, public prop- 
erty and street committees of the city council, 
and one citizen from each of the four wards of 
the city, to be named, one each, by Bibb’s 
senator and threo representatives. The names 
of the commission are to be inserted in 
the bill that is to be introduced 
in the legislaturo. The commission 
will be _ self-perpetuating. The first 
on above named commission will continue dur- 
ing the term of office of the present council, 
and the mayorand chairmen of the said com- 
mittees of each succeeding council will form 
the commission together with one citizen from 
each ward, two of whom are to be named by 
the mayor and two by the council. Of these 
bonds $160,600 will be appropriated for sewer- 
age and $100,000 for packing and paving the 
streets. It willnot be necessary for the issue 
of bonds to be submitied to a vote of the 
people. 

Alderman Proudfit, chairman of streets, will 
at once communicate with George E. Waring, 
the well known sanitary engineer, with a view 
to engage his services in the great work about 
to be anderiaken in Macon. Waring’s system 
of sewerage is said to be as excellent as any in 
America. 

There was no friction whatever in’ the con- 
ference, and the different features and provis- 
ions of the bill were easily reached. 

Macon rejoices over the draft of the bill and 
the prospects of its unanimous passage. Paved 
Streetsgmean afuturefof increased prosperity 
and marks a pregressive epoch in the history 
of the central city. Macon’s natural drainage 
is very fine and her general health most ex- 

ellent, but with a perfeet system of sewerag 

er health record will be unsurpassed. She 
already has the best system of pure drinking 
water in the state; the townlis lighted by elec- 

tricity ; her street railroad is to be greatly im- 

proved, and now with paved streets and 

thorough sewerage, there are no reasons why 
the city cannot be thriving and prosperous, 
and the people happy and contented.

Chancellor Boggs was right when he said 
that the towns produce very few great men— 
that most of them come from the country. 

Ilere is a case in point: Maurice B. 
Flynn, who died in New York the other 
day, was successful in so many ways that it 
is no idie compliment tospeak of him asa 
great man. Flynn was a poor country boy. 
He worked hard on a farm and attended 
school only one year. At the age of seven- 
teen he went to New York with only thirty- 
seven dollars in his pocket. He obtained a 
clerkship in a small store, learned book- 
keeping, mastered several languages, and 
read every book within his reach. Ile was 
goon recognized as a first-class business 
man, and was promoted. He _ entered 
politics, and became the leader of the coun- 
ty democracy. 

This was quite a career for a country boy 
who went toa strange city almost penniless 
and without an education. He died at the 
early age of forty-one, wortb from a million 
and a half to two anda half-million dollars. 

There are many such men to be found at 
the top of the ladder in our great cities. 
They made their own way just as Flynn 
did—climbing up froin the very bottom. 
And, 23 Chancellor Doggs said in his mas- 
terly speech before the Icgislature, most of 
these self-educated and self-made men cone 
from the country. 
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The County Newspaper. 
The Greenesboro Herald-Journal remarks 
that “it is every good citizen’s duty to pat- 
ronize and sustain the county paper. It is 


the county paper which aids mostin build- 
as = 


ing up the interests of acommunity. You 
may not personally like the editor, but a 
regard for business progress and the ad- 
vancement’ of your county demand that 


you encourage the greatest factor in that 


advancement—the county paper.’’ 

If every county paper were as enterpris- 
ing and as apt and timely in its matter as 
our Greenesboro contemporary there would 
be no necessity of impressing on the pubiic 
the importance of sustaining the home 
paper. The Herald-Journal speaks for 
itself and for the section in which it is pub- 
lished. 

But there are other papers that do not 
make so good a showing, and some of them 
are published in communities that are in- 
clined to make a great to-do over the advan- 
tages they offer to settlers and investors. If 
there is onecthing more certain than another it 
is that outsiders will judge such communi- 
ties by the character of the local newspapers, 
There is no editor so unenterprising that he 
will not respond cordially and promptly to 
every symptom of local support and patron- 
age, and there isnot a community in the 
state but is to be measured by the support it 
extends to itslocal paper. 

If those who take an interest in the build- 
ing up of their towns and counties could 
only be brought to see thatthe county paper 
isa better advertisement of a community 
than a county fair-—that its influence is far- 
reaching, and that by it the people are 
judged—we should see fewer poorly-sup- 


ported county newspapers in Georgia and 
-elsewhere in the south. 
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Some News items. 

It is a curious fact that a certain line of 
mews never gets into the northern repub- 
Jican journals on time. I§ is always de- 
layed until it becomes ancient history, and 


then it is brought forth with a flourish that 


smacks of modern enterprise. 

Here, for instance, is the Philadelphia 
Inquirer speaking of ‘‘a more liberal ten- 
dency on the part of the courts which can- 
not failto promote harmony between the 
races’ at the south, and citing a decision to 
the effect that the Georgia Midland railroad 
must provide equal comforts and accommo- 
dations for all classes, 

This isa matter that is quite old. On 
railroad lines, where there is enough negro 
travel to justify it, the accommodations, 
though separate, have long been equal. On 
lines where the aecommodations are not 
equal it is because the colored travel is not 
large enough to justify separate cars. There 
is no problem about this at all, any more 
than there is about street cars. The only 
difference is that no outside or northern 
pressure was brought to bearon the street 
cars, and the negroes ride in them as freely 
as the whites, and nothing is thought of it. 

As anitem of interesting news, we may 
gay that northern pressure has lacked and 


still lacks a good deal of being of any ser- 


vice to the southern negro.

The Great Democrat. 

And now Boston, through the medium of 

the Globe, calls for a statue of Thomas 
Jefferson. The suggestion is as good for 
Boston as it was for New York. 
_ Boston already has statues of Washing- 
ton, Franklin, Samuel Adams, Webster, 
Everett, Sumner, Quincy, Mann, Garrison 
and Lincoln. But one of the greatest 
Americans has no memorial in a great 
American city. 

This a great oversight or the part of those 
who are in the habit of organizing memorial 
movements, As the Globe says, Jefferson 
was the soul of the revolution, and the real 
organizer of this great republic. He prac- 
tically solved the great question of human 
rights, and to him more than toany one 
belongs the credit of our free institutions. 

There is not a community in the republic 
but would honor itself by honoring in a 
substantial way the memory of the great 
democratic statesman. : 
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Old Ideas in a New Book. 

A western reviewer makes the startling 
declaration that Mr. Ldward Bellamy’s 
popular book, *‘Looking Backward,’’ is in 
the nature of what newspaper wen call a 
‘‘fake.”’ 

According to this reviewer, there is not 
an original idea in Mr. Bellamy’s novel, 
With the exception of the plot. ‘The whole 
business is borrowed from Fourier’s social- 
istic theories and Prescott’s ‘‘Conquest of 
Peru.’’? It seems that Prescott described 
in Pern a government without commerce, 
individual wealth, money, markets, courts, 
lawyers, bankers, etc. The state owned 
everything—owned the land, produce, man- 
ufactures, houschold goods and the clothing 
the people wore. ‘ihe inca had a store- 
house in every district, and when @ man 
produced anything it was stored in these 
depositories to be distributed according to 
the needs of the people. 

This is the civilization advocated by Mr. 
Bellamy, with afew philosophical flourishes 
froin Fourier—this is the condition of affairs 
which he and Edward Everett Hale, Thomas 
Wentworth Higginson and a lot of New 
England dreamers expect to force upon the 
country through the medium of their new 
party of ‘‘nationalists!” 

The country at large may be somewhat 
slow and behind the times when compared 
with Mr. Bellamy’s progressive section, but 
most of us will prefer to struggle along in 
our present darkness, and with our present 
sordid surroundings, rather than dose our- 
selves with the long-buried civilization of 
the Sonth American Indians, Mr. Bella- 
my’s book and the craze it has caused em- 
phasize the old saying that there is nothing 
new under the sun. 
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Two Great Men. 

Little by little the American people are 
beginning to understand two of their great- 
est men—thoe presidents whose terms of 
office extended through two critical epochs 
in our history. 

For generations the real Washington was 
not unveiled to his countrymen, and it is 
only recently that people have had a glimpse 
of the real Lincoln. It is needless to say 
that the popular misconception of the char- 
acters and personal traits of these two men 
was due to the bad jndgment of historians 
and biographers, who found -it easier to 
write stilted panegyrics and eulogies than 
to make a painstaking study of facts. 

Neither Washington nor Lincoln would 
have encouraged the manufacture of false 
history and biography. Our first president 
was never better pleased than on one occa- 
sion when alittle boy, who had been staring 
at him several moments, whispered to his 
father thattbe general was ‘‘only a man!”’ 
Washington fairly hugged the little fellow, 
made him a handsome present, and told 
him never to forget that the richest and 
proudest in the land were only men, after 
all, with the faults and weaknesses of poor 
humanity. Lincoln never regarded him- 
self as a hero, never showed any vanity, 
and would no doubt have said to his. biog- 
rapher what Cromwell said to the artist: 
‘Paint me as I am.”’ 

These reflections have been suggested by 
the appearance of a ‘‘Life of Washington,”’ 
by Henry Cabot Ledge, anda “Life of 
Lincoln,’ by William H. Herndon. 

“Mr. Lodge gives us a broader and more 
impartial view of Washington than has yet 
appeared in print. He presents the Father 
of his Country to us not as a demi-god, but 
as a4 man—a reserved, silent man, master of 
himself, but with some of the faults com- 
mon to men of his day and generation. We 
have been told before that Washington was 
& great soldier, statesman and a man of 
affairs but Mr. Lodge does not hesitate to 
teil us that he was a man of very strong pas- 
sions. Geneérally he controiled himself, but 
there were times when he gave way. He 
lost his temper when the newspapers abused 
him, and when disappointed he sometimes 
indulged in the big round oaths used by 
gentlemen of his time. Ie took his morn- 
ing dram, played cards for money, and liked 
tolook upon a pretty woman. He was 
fond of outdoor sports, and liked the com- 
pany of men of strong animal spirits, but 
all these matters were mere incidents in his 
life, and were dominated and repressed by 
his self-mastery, self-respect and good taste. 

Mr. Herndon’s story of Lincoln will be 
as well received as Mr. Lodge’s biography 
of Washington. Itisan effort to describe 
the man himself, and as the author was 
the great war president’s law partner for 
twenty years, it is fairto presume that he 
thoroughly knew his subject. Mr. Lincoln’s 
life was in the main a sad one. 
of the very humblest birth. 


up awkward and unconth= the title, crew 
whose vanity and pavered tn ‘nad a wife 
unhapr’MeDufie—jmbition made his home 
— of ind nearly drove him to suicide. 

his peculiarities and 
even his grotesque humor were all exagger- 
ated to his injury by his enemies, and yet 
this man of the people ruled a great nation 
so wisely and well, was so clear-headed, 
kind-hearted and ready to love and forgive 
his fellowmen that when the assassin’s bul- 
jet struck him down there was an exclama- 
tion of horrer throughout the civilized 
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| world, and friends and foes alike hastened 


to bear their willing testimony to the patri- 
Otism, integrity and magnanimity of the 
martyred president. 

The objection will be made that these two 
biographies deal too freely with private and 
personal matters. Such an objection will 
not have much weight with people who de- 
sire to get at the truth of history. It is 
time to forget all about the absurd Wash- 
ington described by Parson Weems, and 
there is no harm in telling the world that 
Lincoln was not always posing as a states- 
man. When the lives of our great men are 
written let us have the facts—paint the men 
as they are, with every scar and blemish, 
and every care-worn line in their thought- 
ful faces. Thisis Messrs. Lodge and Hern- 
don’s idea of what a biography should 
be, and we heartily agree with them. 

The Able and the Unable. 

The abrupt and remorseless resignation 
of Colonel Ghooly Khan, late Persian min- 
ister, together with his eloquent complaints 
about the flippant and contumacious re- 
marks of the North Afmerican Paragraph- 
ers’ association, has brought to light a very 
beautiful incident that occurred in Persia 
during the early part of Mr. Cleveland’s 
administration, and while Mr. 8. G. W. 
Benjamin was United States minister at 
Teheran. Mr. Benjamin tells the story in 
his own graphic way: 

I can easily understand the sentiments of the 
Persian minister at Washington concerning the 
tone of the press toward the shah, from the fact that 
when Mr. Cieyeland was elected, I, although a res 
sublican, felt called upon to request a correction 
of some statements which appeared in the Persian 
Official Gazette. 

Such was my opinion of the high dignity of the 
presidential oilice, and my knowledge of the effect 
such statements would have in Persia, that I made 
immediate efforts to have the matter corrected. 

Finding the foreign office dilatory and indiffers 
ent, I carried the matter before the shah in a 
special audience. With his usual amiability he ex- 
pressed regret at the occurrence, and in my pres- 
ence emphatically ordered the desired correction to 
be made in the next issue of the Gazette. 

I was requested to prepare a Satisfactory account 
of Mr. Cleveland, and the translation was submit- 
ted to me before it went to press. 

Curiously enough, as we learn from Mr. 
Benjamin, the Cleveland administration 
paid no attention to this matter, although 
the American residents in Persia tele- 
graphed and wrote to Mr. Bayard, earnestly 
urging the retention of Mr. Benjamin as 
essential to American interests in Persia. 

In other words, Mr. Cleveland paid no 
attention whatever to Mr. Benjamin’s tal- 
ents as a puff-writer, but politely requested 
him to return home by appointing another 
person in his place. 

It is a queer world we live in. Mr. Ben- 
jamin compelled the Persian papers to puff 
the president, and he retired. Coloncl 
Ghooly Khan was unable to get a puff of 
the shah, even as an advertisement, and he 
also retired. It is a great round-up of the 
able and the unable.

THE SENATE DID IT. 


THE DEDICATION BILL KILLED BY 
AN AMENDMENT. 


Senator Partlett’s Resolution Tendering the Use of 
the Capitol fora Reception and Entertainment 
Amended in Committee. 


The senate proceedings yesterday contained 
a first class sensation which did not appear on 
the surface. 

The dedication ball was knocked in the head 
by an amendment. 

Senator Bartlett’s resolution tendering the 
use of the capitol building to the citizens of 
Atlanta for the reception and entertainment to 
be given to the people of the state on the Sth 
of Augustin honor of the completion of the 
new capitol was reported favorably by the com- 
mitteo on public property, but with an amend- 
ment. 

And the sensation was in the amendment. 

It simply added the proviso that there 
should be no dancing in the capitol building. 

The committee of arrangements contem- 
plated the greatest ball ever given in the 
south. One thousand dollars had been appro- 
priated toinvitations alone, and the ball was 
to cost five thousand, at leasé. 

A canvass among the senators showed that a 
large majority were in favor of the amend- 
ment, and its adoption is assured if the reso- 
lution ever comes up. 

This knocks out the ball. The order for 
invitations was countermanded yesterday by 
telegraph, and the entertainment, as matters 
stand, is olf, 

The cause of this action seems to have been 
a shower of communications urging legisla- 
tors not to let the capitol building be used for 
aball. Anumber of su¢éh communications 
have appeared in the secular and religious 
papers of the state, and the churches seem to 
have been considerably stirred up over the 
matter,

The Senate. 

The senate proceedings developed some 
interesting new business yesterday. Senator 
Falks’s billto charterthe Okefenokee Land 
and Drainage company brings before the 
public a piece of state property which has 
heretofore been generally regarded as worth- 
less. The fact. that Representative Hall, of 
Lumpkin county and Marshall A. Phillips, of 
Philadelphia have raised a capital of $200,000 
to buy and drain the swamp is tangible evi- 
cence that it is worth something. Thir propo- 
sition is to 5 the state twelve anda half 
cents an aere for the land, and then spend 
from £100,000 to $200,000 ui constructing 
twenty orthirty canals through it, the main 
canal to be fifty feet wide. 

The Okefenuokes swamp lies mostly in Ware 
county in the form of an ellipse, which 
contains about 600- square miles, or nearly 
400,000 acres. Nearly all ofthis is owned by 
the state and at twelve anda half cents an 
acre it would bring in between forty and fifty 
thousand dollars, which, under the constitu- 
tion, would be applied to the public debt. 

The bill provides a deposit of five thousand 
dcllars for a state survey of the swamp and 
twenty thousand asa forfeit in case the pur- 
chase money is not paid by the first of Janu- 
arv, 13%I. 

Senator Fatks, who has frequently hunted 
through the-swamp where deer, 
panthers abound, says the land when drained 
will be something like the rich hammock 
lands of Ficrida. 

The bill provices thatin case the bonus is 
forfeited seventy per centof it shall go to 
the common schoois and the remainder shall 
be distributed among the other state educa- 
tional institutions. The bill was referred to 
the “committee on internal improvements 
where it will have careful consideration.

COULD SULLIVAN HAVE BEEN AR- 
RESTED AND HELD? 


The Big Fight is Still the Subject of Much Talk— 
Interesting Gossip About the Georgia Law Bear- 
ing Upon This Subject. 


They were discussing tho question whethe 
Sullivan and Kilrain could have fought in 
Georgia, and what would have been done with 
them if they had. 

It was atthe executive department and 
somebody suggested that there was no law to 
preveut a prize fight in Georgia. 

Judge Nisbet was then appealed to. 

“Oi course thereis a law which would have 
prevented the fight here,” he said. ‘It may 
not specify prizo fights, but it is virtually the 
Same thing.” 

He then took from a shelf the code of Geor- 
gia and turned to section 4515. 

‘This section,’ he continued, ‘‘makes it fa 
misdemeanor for two men to engage ina fight 
in any public place or in any way to disturb 
quiet citizens. Of course their plea would 
have been that the place where the fight oc- 
curred was not public. But such an argu- 
meut could not stand.’’ 

‘What would their punishment have been ?”’ 
was asked. 

‘Fora misdemeanor.’’ replied the judge, 
“a man may be sentenced to the chaingang 
for a period not exceeding twelve months, 
or to imprisonment for six months, or 
to a fine of $1,000, or to all three. 
The ordinary of Habersham county 
was sentenced to all three penalties for de- 
stroying county records. The governor, how- 
ever, reinitted part of the imprisonment.’’ 

“Tf Sullivan had been arrested in Georgia as 
he was in Tennessee, could he have been 
held ?” 

“Certainly he could, and hef{would have 
been, too. The law of Tennessee did not 
authorize his being turned lcose, as a mis- 
demeanor is an extraditable offense. Governor 
Taylor has refused to grant extradition of 
fugitives accused of misdemeanors, so he could 
not consistantly hold ~-Sullivan, but 
the supreme court of the United 
States has decided in two _ important 
instances that people accused of such 
offenses should be extradited. I am sure Gov- 
ernor Gordon would have held him and re- 
turned himto Mississippi. Tennessee hasa 
Statute covering the caseexactly, but they 
chose toignore it.”’ 

“Suppose anything serious had happened td 
Kilrain; what then ?’’ 

“Tf he had been killed, Sullivan would have 
been tried formurder. No prize tighter, how- 
ever, has been convicted of murder, though 
pienty have been tried. One or two have 
been found guilty of manslaughter, but they 
are almost always acquitted. Now, if 
Kilrain had lost a finger, an 
eye, ro) a any other member 
it would have been mayliem,a@ much moro 
serious matter.’’ 

“How much could he have been punished 
for mayhem ?”’ 

“It depends on the seriousness of the injury 
received,”’ 

Chief Connolly had very decided ideas of 
what would have happened if Georgia had 
been chosen for the battleground. His eyes 
snapped as he talked. 

‘*No Sullivan,’’ he said, ‘for anyone else, 
could ever have put such a slight on Governor 
Gordon as was put on Governor Lowry. 
If our governor had issued a proclama 
tion forbidding the fight, that fight 
would have been stopped; or if it was not the 
sheriff of the county where it took place would 
have been discharged at once and the men 
would have been arrested if it took .every man 
in Georgia todoit. If1 had taken Sullivan 
on a telegram from the sheriff of the county 
where the fight took place I could have 
sworn a warrant against him on the dispatch 
which would haye been an official document, 
and I could have held him for twenty.days and 
that’s just what I would have donceif 
he had come this way.”’ 

It is suggested that Sullivan had been read- 
ing the late correspondence between Governor 
Gordon and Governor Taylor, and knew the 
latter gentleman’s peculiar views on extradi- 
tion matters. Hence his decision to go through 
Tennessee instead of Georgia.

Another boy walkingzoutside heard the noise 
and peeping under saw what was the matter. 

He rushed up stairs and informed the en- 
giveer who stopped the machinery, but it was 


too late. The body was trokea all to pieces, 

His clothing was cut loose froin the shaft, 
‘and it was found that both legs had Leen 
broken, one entirely severed just above the 
ankle, and the foot torn loose. 

His head : nd body were bruised and man- 
gied, and his blood was spattered all over the 
walis near where he was caught. 

No blame was attachable to any one, and 
Coroner Ayary was sent for. The verdict of 
the jury was in accordance with the facts as 
above -tated, aud it was pronounced an acci- 
dental killing.

CHINA AND THE CHINESE. 


TUE LECTURE YESTERDAY AT PIED- 
MONY CHAUTAUQUA. 


Entertains a Large Atr- 
Band 


Dr. Carter, of Chattanoozz, 
sembly—The Fine Concert by the Weber 
—Today’s Exercises. 


The music yesterday at Chautauqua was 
just as fine as the best artist can make it. 
The Weber band and orchestra just cannot be 
beat for tine melodious and sweet music. In 
the various concerts given yesterday the crowd 
who assembled pronounced it the best music 
they ever heard. The lecture of Rev. T. C. 
Carter, D. D., of Chattanooga, on China and 
the Chinese, illustrated by costumes, idols, 
relics, etc., was a grand lecture. Among other 


things he said ; 

“in China we haye no public highways, no 
railroads, no wagons, no buggies, and the mode 
of travel is by sedan chairs, carried by two 
Chinamen, who are as nimble as squirrels, and 
make almost as good speed as fox-trotting 
horses.”’ His description of the cruelties of 
women in China were vivid. Their modes of 
living, their marriage contracts, as described 
by the doctor, were amusing and interesting. 
The way they made contracts for marriage was 
for them to bow their heads against the ground 
anumber of times. They did not eat ont of 
plates, but had one large bowl to put all their 
victuals in, and ail cat together. The 
punishment inflicted on women is of the very 
cruelest nature. He stated that perhaps there 
were two-thirds and maybe three-fourths as 
many menih Chinaas there are women. It 
is considered a great disgrace fora man to be 
seen with his wife on the streets. He said 
that they drowned a great many of the infant 
girl children ag soon asthey were born. O:hers 
theygave away. They offered at several times 
to give children to him. 

He said the greatest missionary that has 
ever been sent to China, was Young J. Allen, 
of Georgia, and that Allen held a greater grip 
on the government's officials than any livi ing 
man. 

The seiect, humorous and dramatic reading 
by Mark Bb. Deal, was full of interest. 

He read selections from Dickens’ Nicolas 
Nickelby, Artemus Ward, Robert Burdette 
and Longfellow. -.Itisuseless to say to those 
who were present that Professor Beal is one of 
the greatest mimics the country affords. Sev- 
eral who were present yesterday and heard 
him said he could beat the original. He is-a 
perfect orator, and cannot be beat as an elocu- 
tionist. His lectures were well enjoyed by 
ali who were present, and everybody who 
missed this humorous and witty exercise at 
Chautauqua lost. a very important feature. 
Proicssor Leal will lecture several times 
during the session, and all who love elocution 
in its perfection will do w ell to hear his future 
lectures, The lecture at 7:40 by Rev. R. A.. 
Young, D. D., of the lantern tourist “Studies 
in the Orient,” in Egypt, was a grand lecture, 
which is characteristic of this great speaker of 
Nashville, Tenn.
